Dr. C. P. Calhoun died at his home 


in Altoona at two o'clock Sunday 
morning after an illness of nearly two 
years. 3is sickness dates from Sep- 
tember, 1900, when he was stricken 
with paralysis. 
Since then he sus 


tained several additional strokes, from 
each of which he recovered sufficiently 
to be about until but a week before 
his death. 


Christopher Patterson Calhoun was 


born near Clearville, in Monroe town- 
ship, this county, on July 9, 1843, and 
was a son of John C. Calhoun. He was 
educated in the public schools and the 
Allegheny seminary at Kainsburg and 
read medicine with the late Dr. B. F. 
Harry, of Bedford. In 18C6-7 he at- 
tended lectures at the Albany, N. Y., 
Medical college and was graduated 
from the Cincinnati College of Medi- 
cine and Surgery in March, 1373. He 
began ihe practice of his profession at 
Arlington, O., and later practised at 
New Baltimore, Centreville, Bedford 
and Altoona, Pa. 
He came to this 


place in 1381 and remained here until 
1393, when he removed to Altooua. 


Dr. Calhoun fought for the preserva- 


tion of the Union in the civil war. He 
enlisted as a corporal in Company F, 
133th regiment, Pennsylvania volun- 
*«ers, and was promoted to third ser- 
geant, to orderly sergeant and on Feb- 
ruary 22,1865, to first lieutenant. He 
was mustered oni with his company at 
the close of the struggle. Dr.Calhoun 
was elected to the house of representa- 
tives from Bedford county, on the Ee- 
publican ticket, in 1885 add re-eleeted 
in 1887. While in the legislature he 
was an ardent advocate of an increased 
appropriation for the public schools 
and waa always deeply interested in the 
welfare of these "bulwarks of the na- 
tion." At various times he served as 
school director and always took an 
active interest in the welfare of the 
community in which he lived. 


On June 12, 1867, he was united in

Miss Mary C. Bortz, 


daughter of George Bortz, of Cumber- 
land Valley. His wife, his step-mother 
and the following children survive 
him: Geoige A. Calhoun, of Bedford ; 
Mrs. John J. Burns, of Altoona, ana 
John C. Calhoun, at home. 
Three 


sisters also survive him, namely, Mrs. 
Emily Kegg, of near Everett, Mrs 
Jennie Baker, of Everett, and Mrs. 
John Bedinger, of Chaneysville. 


Dr. Calhoun was a member of the 


Lutheran church; he belonged to the 
Mtsons, the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows and Post No. 408, Grand Army 
of the Eepublic. 
Funeral services 


were held at his home .Monday evening. 
The body was taken to Mench on Tues- 
day and interred in the Mt. Union 
graveyard near that place, the services 
being in charge of Masons from Everett, 
Bedford and Altoona.

Dr. Calhoun was a competent, care- 


ful and conscientious physician. Many 
a time has he promptly responded to 
the call for medical aid when he him- 
self was very ill.

Explosion In Tennessee—Death In 


Texas Tornado. 


The worst disaster in the history of 
'ennesiee mining occurred Monday 


morning, when at least 235 men and 


oys met death at the Fraterville coal 
line, two miles from Coal Creek, 
'eno,, as a result of a gas explosion. 
Out of the large number of miners 


who went to work Monday morning 


nly one is alive and he is so badly in- 
ured that he cannot live. This man 


William Morgan, an aged Eaglish- 
an, who was a road man in the mine, 
nd was blown out of the entrance by 
he force of the explosion. One hun- 
red and seventy-five miners were 
hecked in for work on Monday by the 
ine boss. In addition to these were 
oys, who acted as helpers and drivers, 
oad men and others to the number of 
fty or more. 
Fraterville mine is the oldest mine 


u the Coal Creek district, having been 
pened in 1870. It is fully three miles 
rom the mine's opening to the point 
here the men were at work. They had 
ot been working long before the ter- 
ble explosion occurred. There was a 
earful roar and in an instant flames 
oured out of the entrance and the air 
mfts. As soon as possible two rescu- 
g parties were started in, one at the 


main entrance, the other through This- 


e mine, which adjoins, and in which 
o men were at work. The Thistle 
arty was unable to enter the Frater- 
lle shaft. The Fraterville party went 
ully two miles under the earth until a 
eavy fall of slate was encountered, 
t this barrier men worked like de- 
ons, hoping against hope that those 
eyond might be safe. 
The scenes at the mouth of the mine 
hile the workers where within were 
eyond description. 
Business was

saster became known, and men,

The tornado, which was preceded by 
terrific downpour of hail, lasted only 
few minutes. The hail storm drove

terrific force, levelling 


verything in its path.

wept an area 250 yards for a distance

Cuba is now a republic, At noon on 
nesday the American military gov- 
rnment was withdrawn and Thomas 
Istrada Palma was inaugurated as 
uba's first president. The ceremony 
f transfer and the inauguration took 
lace at the palace in Havana. 
Governor General Wood read an ad- 
ress, in which he said he transferred 
ie control of the island to the new re- 
ublic. President Palma expressed the 
ratitude of the Cubans to the Ameri- 
,ns and to General Wood in particu- 
ar. The latter replied to Senor Palma 
nd closed by saying : "May God bless 
ou.v 


President Palma then took the oath

Lailroad company. 
This bill, which 


rovides for a "union railway station" 
n Washington, grants to the company 
.amed funds and concessions which 
he attorneys of the company them- 
elves admit to be worth $4,700,000. 
The whole history of congressional 
egislation in which the company 
.amed has bjen interested is of the 
lost unsavory character but this bill 
s the most infamous of all the meas- 
res so far passed and the circum- 
tances which attended its passage are, 
o say the least, peculiar.

vening there was manifest a very gen- 
ral determination to return the bill 
o the committee which framed it and a 
ote at that time would have undoubt- 
dly so resulted but the friends of the 
ill secured the postponement of the 
ote until Thursday.

ennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio 
nes and granting a subsidy of 87,000,- 
00 to the railway trust. 
Here is a 


magnificent opportunity for the presi- 
en t to exercise his power of veto to the 
reat embarrassment of his politi- 
al rival, Hanna, and at the same time 
rove his sincerity in his opposition to 
rusts. It should be remembered that, 
f the amount stated, a large portion 
will be paid directly out of the United 


tates treasury and the taxpayer will 
ave "Subsidy Hanna" to thank. 
It is with no little enjoyment that 
ie Democrats view the present discom- 
ture of their opponents. The Bepub- 
cans are facing a serious division of 
pinion in their own ranks and which 
action will win no one can definitely 
redict. The opponents of Cuban reci- 
rocity are determined that the isth- 
nian cinal bill shall take precedence 
ver the former measure when the 
'hilippine bill is disposed of.

'latt, manager of the Cuban bill, is 
ot yet sufficiently sure of the support 
vhich a straight reciprocity bill would

MINERS' 
STRIKE, 


Delegates r e p r e - 
senting the 145,000 
United Mine Work- 
ers in the Pennsyl- 
v a n i a anthracite 


coal fields met it Hazleton on Thurs- 
day of last week to decide whether 
there should be a strike, H the opera- 
tors made no concessions, and decided 
to make permanent the suspension 
which was inaugurated on Monday, 
May 12. The demands oi the miners 
were formulated at a general con- 
ference in Shamokin in March and 
were submitted to the operators. The 
suspension of work at all of the 
anthracite mines, which began on the 
12th, was ordered by the executive 
boards, to continue until action was 
taken by the Hazleton convention. 
The demands of the miners are: 


That the working clay shall consist at 


elsht hours, with same wages now paid for 
tan hoars' work. 


That miners shall receive an advance of 


.-, per cent. In toe contract price now paid 
for mining coal. 


That coal mined shall be weighed wher- 


ever p-actlcable; that 8,240 pon"ds shall 
constitute a ton and that the men shall 
have a representative to check the weights 


That a minimum wage scale for daj 


laborers at the mines shall be established 
similar to the scale that exists In the 
bituminous llelds. 


That the nnlon shall be recognl/ed. 
These demands were refused by the 


operators. The men engaged in this 
struggle 
for. increased wages and 


shorter hours comprise a formidable 
army and the ranks may be greatly 
augmented by bituminous miners. 
The tie-up is the most complete in the 
history ol hard coal mining and the 
strikers are determined to fight to the 
last ditch. 


The vote at last week's convention 


was 402 for the strike and 349 against 
it; but whatever this may mean as a 
reflection 
of the sentiment of the 


miners, the result is the same as if the 
decision in favor of suspension had 
been overwhelming. The entire or- 
ganization will accept the verdict and 
endorse the action of the delegates; 
all are now committed to the unfortu- 
nate conflict which will be waged be- 
tween capital and labor. 


As the Philadelphia Times has point- 


ed out from the first, "it was a humane 
duty, and, moreover, a simple act of 
"business expediency, for the operators 
to grant the comparatively small con- 
cessions which the miners sought. 
They have few weapons with which to 
cope with capital. The most potent is 
that which they have chosen, and the 
end, whether it come soon or late, can- 
not be made the subject of a clear fore- 
cast."

in an attempt was made to look at 
it from the soldier's point of view. 
Nothing can justify it, but a fuller 
knowledge of conditions and circum- 
stances may help us to understand it, 
and to realize what share of responsi- 
bility for it rests in ourselves. We are 
wont to charge all that we dislike in 
the Philippine situation upon some 
one else. Democrats want to lay the 
blame on Republicans; humane per- 
sons in civil life are inclined just now 
a lay all the blame on the army. The 
Massachusetts Episcopalians, referred 
to above, expressed a common feeling 
when, in the second clause of the 
resolutions which they did not adopt, 
ihey recorded their abhorrence of such 
atrocious deeds,and in the name of the 
Diocese of Massachusetts denied 'the 
responsibility of the American people 
'or such criminal wickedness.'

01 
course we didn't specifically order the 
water-cure, but these water-cure cases 
are only details, after all. 
We haven't 


been wiping out the Filipinos with 
father dusters. We would like to be 
responsible for more schools and less 
killing, but good and bad alike are on 
our heads. We have blundered along 
with little knowledge and shifting pur- 
poses, and we might as well take the 
results philosophically as they come, 
bettering details as we learn of them 
But none of us can shirk responsibility. 
If the business is a fool business we 
shall suffer. If there is credit to be 
won out of it we shall win it. If it is 
Sod's work it will profit us, and if it 
sn't we shall find it out. We ought to 
be thankful, ministers and all, for all 
the information we get about what we 
are doing, even though it is bad to take, 
!or we are just as much responsible for 
doings that we don't know about as for 
things whereof we learn. We have un- 
dertaken to subdue, civilize and gov- 
ern nine millions of brown people in 
the far east. It is a job of preposter- 
ous difficulty, doubtful profit, and de- 
batable morals, but the responsibility 
for it and all the incidents of it is on us 
from whom the authority issues to 
perform it. The more acutely we real- 
.ze our responsibility and the more seri- 
ously we take it, the better for all 
hands."

The Calamity In the West Indles-A Great 


Admiral and a Distinguished Prelate 


Called Home.

NEW 
YORK, Mir 
20—The week 


which closed on May 10,1902, will be 
one of the red letter days of history as 
long as time shall last. Far away 
among the islands of the sea two of the 
most beautiful of the Antilles have 
been visited by flod's heaviest curse 
There are few more beautiful spots on 
the face of the earth than the islands 
of Martinique and St Vincent. They 
care very little about being up to date. 
The wonderful inventions that have 
astonished the civilized world have 
little charm for them. 
They prefer 


the good old ways of their fathers »nd 
so dream on from age to age, satisfied 
with their surroundings. 
Simple in 


their wants, the abundance which the 
earth yields without much exertion 
supplies their needs »nd so they might 
dream on till the last judgmant call 
The inhabitants of the two islands are 
entirely different, Martinique being 
French and St. Vincent English. The 
difference in the inhabitants of the 
two islands can be better imagined 
than described. Neither of them is sub 
ject to as great changes in their popu- 
lation as the nations in other portions 
of the globe which are ne&r in touch 
with each other and all. the world be- 
side. 


The calamity which has befallen 


these West India islands is fearful. I' 
comes with a peculiar terror when in 
an instant, almost in the twinkling of 
an eye, beautiful towns and cities and 
thousands of industrious population 
are swept from the face of the earth 
and blotted from time's calendar, leav- 
ing no record that they had ever been, 
except a vast bed of consuming fire, 
like that which blotted from existence 
Sodom and Gomorrah of old, and which 
nearly 2,000 years ago buried Pompeii 
with all of its beautiful surroundings, 
and which, after 1,800 years of entomb- 
ment, is given back to us, exhibiting 
almost every act of their daily life' 
We know the story of its extinguish- 
ment, for here, though dead, we have 
the living proofs, the merchant still 
vends his wares, the luxurious noble 
Is stricken down on his way to the 
beautiful marble bath, »n absolute ne- 
cessity to Roman life. The Roman sen- 
tinel still mounts guard at the city 
gate; he sees the danger; he faces the 
death which is inevitable and near at 
hand, but true to the demand of duty, 
he scorns to fly, and so after 1,800 years 
we have the living testimony of his 
virtue, fidelity and faith. In our own 
land a series of phenomenal scenes have 
passed in review, a mighty represen- 
tative of the Prince of Peace has been 
called by the Almighty to his reward. 


At the capital of the nation a great 


naval commander gave up the ghost in 
sorrow, for, by a misunderstanding 
which should never have occurred, his 
sun went down in darkness and clouds. 
The splendid tribute which the highest 
in the nation rendered at his passage 
to the grave can bring no joy to the 
desolate heart now stilled and silent. 
The escort which followed his mortal 
and honored remains, led by the na- 
tion's president, surrounded by his wise 
advisers, were there to render their 
tribute of honor and love. The eyes of 
beauty were dimmed with sorrowfu1 


tears as the procession passed slowly 
on to the rear admiral's last resting 
place on earth. He was indeed buried 
in consecrated ground, every inch of 
which was made holy by the ashes of 
the nation's defenders. Many of his 
companions in death had gone down in 
the shock of battle, their only regret 
being, like that of the immortal Na 
than Hale, "that he had but one life to 
give " The unseemly strife which has 
disturbed the nation's peace ever since 
the Spanish war will be heard no more. 
His life, from the first hour he entered 
in the nation's service, needs no vindi- 
cation. The fair page of his history 
comes to us without a blemish, and so 
we pass it to our posterity without a 
atain. Bravest among the brave, truest 
among the true, we lay him gently and 
lovingly beneath the earth, there to 
rest in peace till the last great call 
summons the quick and the dead. While 
our president was following til that 
was mortal of our great admiral to the 
necropolis where rests many of those 
who were his companions in a number 
of the most eventful scenes of his life, 
and all the honors that a grateful peo- 
ple could render to the honored ashes ol 
the dead, another grand pageant at the 
metropolis of the republic was passing 
slowly down to the grandest mauso- 
leum on the American continent to lay 
the ashes of their beloved archbishop 
in the crypt of that noble temple which 
was to be the scene of his final earthly 
rest. 
Small gatherings and proces- 


sions have assembled to do honor to 
the sacred ashes of their dead, but no 
religious pageant ever seen in this land 
could compare with the gathering that 
bore the honored form of Michael Cor 
rigan to the splendid cathedral of St. 
Patrick. 


No doubt that in his quieter mo. 


ments his vision looked forward to the 
hour when he should appear before his 
Lord and Master to give an account o) 
his stewardship, and in that dreamy 
state he might have seen in that 
vision assembled thousands of the 
flock of which he was the earthly 
shepherd, while in thought he wan- 
dered among the delights, the riches 
and the fruit of Canaan with its 
abundance of milk and honey, he 
raised his eyes and before him lay the 
emblems of his priestly authority, the 
crozier and the miter, the proofs of his 
earthly commissioa. When the spirit 
had gone out of his mortal clay and no 
further benefit was to be expected 
from him by the earthly charge that 
he should leave behind, would they 
pay the same reverence, honor and 
respect to the ashes of the dead that 
they did to the mortal clay of the 
living 1 If he had let his fancy soar 
away to the uttermost limit of human 
ken he never could have dreamed ol 
the magnificent homage and respect 
to the ashes of their beloved arch- 
bishop dead greater than he had ever 
known or hoped for in his life. The 
distance from the archiepiscopal resi- 
dence is only a few blocks from the 
cathedral of St. Patrick, where the 
archbishop was laid to rest. Nearly a 
thousand acolytes led the way and a 
thousand priests, faithful ministers of 
Christ, were there to do honor to 
Christ's vicar. The avenue was crowd' 
ed, and, although thousands upon 
thousands were assembled, there were 
no unseemly noises to disturb the com- 


munion between the living «nd the 
de»d. He h»d, tadeed.-been a Ulthiul 
servant of Hfm who offered up Bis life 
as an atonement and redemption tor 
sinners at all times, and now the hour 
had come when he shotildTretnrn to his 
Master the croz'.er and the miter, the 
emblems of his commission and power, 
and standing there, naked aa he was 
born, all that was earthly about Mm 
bad dissolved like tb.9 morning dew, as 
lie stood before the great white throne 
to be invested in an angel's robe of 
spotless white and to receive for his 
fidelity the crown of everlasting light 
and the harp of gold on which he 
should sing the praises of his Lord 
forever and f orevermore. 


Never before in bur country's his- 


tory did our people realize in its fnl- 
ness the great power of the Koman 
Catholic church. No wonder that it 
has increased in numbers, wealth and 
influence. It has survived the preju- 
dices that existed in our country fifty

It is of little use, he replied, to seek 
the conversion of those who to-day are 
exercising such an influence in the 
charitable and religious world. If it 
were not that I knew they desire no 
proselytes I should not be surprised at 
any time to hear that they had sent 
out a commiEsion in search of the 
erring Christians who had wandered 
away from the fold. There was but 
little evidence of grief in the vast 
throng that followed the remains of 
the archbishop to St. Patrick's cathe- 
dral. What grief there was, was tear- 
ful, quiet and reverential; no grief for 
him who stood in the presence of his 
Master to receive his cross and crown 
and hear the words from those im- 
mortal lips, "Well done, well done, 
thou good and faithful servant." 


But while this great religious pageant 


stirred the hearts of this commun- 
ity as it has seldom been stirred before 
a shocking fratricide took place on 
Thursday for which, thank God, the 
annals of the world hare out few par- 
allels. 
Malcolm Ford might be called 


the leading representative of one of the 
proudest and most aristocratic families 
in the Borough of Brooklyn, more 
widely known in former times as the 
City of Churches. 
Some of the most 


noble specimens of pulpit eloquence 
were to be heard within its limits and 
there was a general air of respectability 
about it which gave it the appearance 
of that rural virtue so frequently seen 
in the quiet towns and villages of New 
England. 
There were no broad ave- 


nues where, under the shadows of 
night, the painted tempters lured the 
unwary to ruin. It was a city of quiet 
and respectable homes, such as decent 
people like to dwell in. Mr. Ford, the 
father ol the two brothers whose lives 
were so rapidly extinguished on Thurs- 
day, was a lawyer of distinction who 
had accumulated a vast fortune by 
being an expert in the values of real 
estate. He desired his two sons to fol- 
low his business and perpetuate his 
name. 
The younger son, Paul Leices- 


ter, chose a different class of literature 
and became a historian and a novelist, 
while the elder son, Malcolm W., in his 
childhood and boyhood was his father's 
hope and delight, developing, however, 
as he approached manhood, a taste for 
athletics which developed him into the 
foremost athlete within the bounds oi 
our republic, and while oar sporting 
inhabitants were loud in their praises 
of his superlative excellence, the course 
he pursued was met by his father's bit- 
ter opposition. 
The feeling between 


them developed itself so that at last 
Malcolm was driven from his father's 
house and his name was eliminated 
from his will. 
The father died; no 


reconciliation had ever taken place and 
Malcolm W. Ford, without a settled 
home, became a wanderer to athletic 
entertainments in different states, 
where as an all-round athlete lor five 
years he stood without a rival. 
Hav- 


ing no settled means, poverty stared 
him in the face. 
He was frequently 


an applicant to his brother Paul for 
himself and boy from day to day. 
No 


greater contrast could be conceived 
than the physical difference between 
the brothers. 
Paul Leicester was a 


hunchback and dwarf, not five feet tall. 
Malcolm W. was a well developed giant, 
one of the finest specimens of physical 
perfection to be found in his country. 


On Thursday he called on his broth 


er, soliciting his aid, which Paul had 
no desire to give. High words ensued, 
when suddenly Malcolm drew a sell- 
cocking Smith & Wesson pistol from 
his pocket. He placed the muzzle close 
to his brother's aide and murdered 
him at the desk where he was writing, 
then turning to a female attendant, 
he said, "See me kill myself." He 
placed the muzzle of the piatol nearest 
his heart, fired, and in an instant he 
reeled on the floor, dead. 
The phi 


nomenal fact of the death of the two 
brothers startled the community, when 
it was known that the brothers were 
to sleep side by side in the city of the 
dead. It is useless to inquire why this 
course was taken. 
It is generally 


believed that Malcolm was insane on 
the subject ol his father's will. 
It 


preyed on his mind night and day, 
when hungry creditors came knocking 
at the door. This verdict is considered 
just by the relatives that remain and 
so they bury his errors with his body 
in the grave.

ANOTHER RAIN OF FIRE 
LIKE AN EXPRESS TRAIN. 


May Come Prom La Soufrlere, Which Is Jlnsh ol the Death Cloud at St. Pierre- 


Still Blazing. 


Scientists who have visited the West 


Indies since the great calamity state 
that all indications point to another 
volcanic eruption on St. Vincent with- 
in a short time. 
No person has yet 


been able to approach within eight 
miles ol the new crater of the Souf riere 
volcano. 
But, judging from what can 


be seen from a considerable distance, 
the old lake at the summit of the 
mountain has disappeared. 
The nu- 


merous fissures in the mountain side 
continue to throw out vapor and the 
subterranean murmurings and trem- 
blings 
indicate 
continued 
unrest. 


The other day a dense volume of steam 
and smoke rose frjm the volcano and 
the whole island was covered by a 
peculiar mist. 
The inhalation of nox- 


ious vapors is increasing the spread of 
sickness. 
The damage done to St. 


Vincent by eruptions is considerably 
greater than was at first estimated, 
and the uneasiness of the inhabitants 
is increased by the continuous agitation 
of the volcanic craters. 


Friday morning, May 9, large stones 


and volcanic dust fell in the neighbor- 
hood of Georgetown, the capital, for 
two hours, terrifying the people there- 
A cloud of hot vapor then passed over 
that part of theisland. Twoeruptions 
of less magnitude than the first occur- 
red S&tnrday, May 10, and from then 
until the 15th fire and smoke have 
been ascending at intervals from the 
craters. 


Physical changes on St. Vinoenthave 


resulted from the eruptions. 
Several 


fissures have been observed on La 
Soufriere. The estate of Walibou has 
disappeared and has been replaced by 
an inlet of the sea. 
Richmond, an 


estate adjacent to Walibou, which was 
formerly flat and upon which there 
were several laborers' cottages, has 
been completely burned and out of 
the estate there now arises a large 
ridge of ground. It is believed that 
the Rabacci crater, in the Windward 
district of the island, has also erupted. 


Nearly every remaining negro hut in 


the Carib country contains decayed 
bodies, and the horrible stench is 
driving people away. Mutilated bodies 
are tied with ropes and dragged to the 
trenches, where they are buried. 
Sometimes bodies are cremated. Bodies 
have been discovered in houses in 
lifelike attitudes, presenting gruesome 
spectacles. 
There 
are decomposed 


bodies in many houses and in order to 
guard against disease it will probably 
be necessary for the authorities to 
burn these dwellings. 
Owing to the 


difficulties hundreds of bodies have 
not yet been interred.

WISER THAN MAN. 


Inhabitants of St. Pierre Did Not Heed 


Warning, but Wild Animals Escaped. 
An. officer of the steamer Solent, re- 


cently arrived from the West Indies, 
says that in St. Pierre the desolation is 
appalling. 
Bodies are being burned 


in a great pyre, upon which kerosene 
ia steadily sprayed. In spite of this 
it will be weeks before the place can be 
cleared of the dead. Physicians who 
have made examinations say that in 
most cases death was due to asphyxia- 
tion and that the fire came later. 


It is now believed that Mount Pelee 


threw off a great gasp of some exceed- 
ingly heavy and noxious gas, some- 
tiling akin to firedamp, which settled 
upon the city of St.Pierre and rendered 
the inhabitants insensible. This was 
followed by the sheet of flame that 
swept down the side of the mountain 
This theory is accepted by the survi- 
vors, who were taken from the ships in 
the harbor, as they say that their first 
experience was one of faintness. 


It is said that the dumb animals 


were wiser than man. Mount Pelee 
long gave warning of the storm of fire 
which it was storing up to hurl upon 
the island. 
Residents of St. Pierre 


saw and heard the warnings and they 
refused to heed them. They remained 
and the danger which had long con- 
fronted them brought death to 30,000 


Even before Mount Pelee began to 


rnmble, late in April live stock became 
uneasy and at times was almost un- 
controllable. 
Cattle lowed in the 


night. Dogs howled and sought the 
company of their masters and when 
driven forth they gave every evidence 
of fear. 
Wild animals disappeared 


from the vicinity 
of Mount Pelee 


Even the snakes, which in. ordinary 
times are found in great numbers near 
the volcano, crawled away. 
Birds 


ceased singing and left the trees that 
shaded the sides of Pelee. A great 
fear seemed to be upon tbe island, and 
though it was shared by the human 
inhabitants, they alone neglected to 
protect themselves.

Numerous Explosions 


A cablegram to the New York Her- 


ald from Port of Spain, Trinidad, May 
15, says: Monsieur Albert, proprietor 
of the Ligarrane estate, which is situ 
ated 1,700 yards northeast 
of 
the 


crater of Pelee, arrived here to-day on 
the steamship Canada. In an inter- 
view he gave a graphic description o: 
tbe eruption that overwhelmed St 
Pierre and destroyed its inhabitants. 


About 8 o'clock the morning of May 


8 he was in a a°ld on his estate, when 
he heard an extraordinary noise, more 
threatening than those he had been 
hearing for several weeks past. 
I 


seemed like a hurricane coming towart 
aim. 
Just before that time the air 


had been very calm, although the sun 
was obscured by ashes and smoke. A 
the same moment that he heard the 
sound he felt a tremendous vortex o: 
air, which he likened to an express 
train whirling past a station. Im 
mediately he saw trees in a space 10i 
yards long and 15 yards wide hurle< 
to the ground by the unseen force. 


Then i.e saw a huge black cloud 


high in the air traveling rapidly 
toward St. Pierre. Lagarrane is IS 
miles frcrn the city. 
As the cloud 


traveled he heard numerous explo 
sions, as if whole fleets of warships 
were firing a tremendous bombard 
ment. A spur of the hill prevented 
him seeing what happened 
at St 


Pierre. 


He ran to the house for his family an< 


then rushed to the seashore, where he 
boarded a small steamer and was land 
ed safely at Fort de France. The sol 
diers who went to St Pierre on Satur 
day said that about 500 corpses wen 
exposed to view, but they estimate! 
that between 30,000 and 40 000 wen 
buried in the ruins, he said. M. Alber 
believed the cloud to have been com 
posed of poisonous gases, resemblini 
firedamp. 


Fully half the male white residents 


of Sfc. Pierre, he says, have been killed 
This is accounted for by the fact tha 
when the volcano showed signs of ac 
tivity numbers in St, Pierre sent thei 
wives and families to Fort de France 
remaining themselves and attending t 
their business occupations.

MR. QUAY AT HARRISBURG,

Whichever explanation is the true 


Delicacy of Smell. 


Very careful experiments have been 


made" to test the delicacy of the sense 
of smell in human beings. A series of 
solutions of five different substances 
was prepared, each series being so ar- 
ranged that every solution was of half 
the strength of the preceding one. 
These scries were extended by suc- 
cessive dilution-) till it was impossible 
to detect the odors. The order of the 
bottles containing these solutions was 
completely disarranged, and the test 
consisted in the attempt to classify 
them by the sense of smell alone. 


An equal number of male and female 


observers were selected from the best 
apothecaries' shops, and each was re- 
quired to arrange the bottles. 
The 


males were able to detect the smell of 
the nitrate of amyl in tbe solution of 
1 part to 783,000 of water, and the 
females were able to detect it in the 
solution of 1 part to 311,000 of water. 
Tbe oil of wintergreen was detected in 
about the same proportion and to the 
same extent of dilution. 


There was, therefore, a very great 


preponderance in favor of tbe males as 
to the sensitiveness and discrimination 
of the senio of smell. This is certainly 
an astounding fact—Gentleman's Mag- 
azine.

Keller Is Ample. 


WASUISGTOS, B.C., May 20—Adju- 


tant General Corbin to-day received 
the following message from Captain 
Crabbs, who went from San Juan, 
Porto Rico, on the Sterling, in regard 
to the situation in Martinique: 


"Reports of present distress here 


are exaggerated. 
The devastated 


district lies north of a line drawn from 
La Trinite to Carbet, with its center 
at St. Pierre, wMeh is completely de- 
stroyed. No relief is necessary. In- 
habitants of the latter place were all 
killed, but our supplies at present in 
port will relieve all suffering for the 
next two or three weeks. All depart- 
ment supplies from San Juan were 
landed and turned over to the gover- 
nor to-day except about 1,000 suits of 
clothing delivered to Captain English, 
of the ship Indefatigable, for relief of 
sufferers at St. Vincent. Authentic 
reports from the latter place indicate 
greater immediate distress there than 
here. 


"Violent volcanic disturbances still 


continue here, but it is thought local 
authorities will have relief well in 
hand within the next month. 1 leave 
tomorrow for San Juan."

William M. Singerly's holdings in 


the Philadelphia Record have been sold 
for S2,S74,SOO to William S. Stenger, 
former secretary of the commonwealth, 
representing clients whose identity 
is unknown. 


Four policemen and three negroes 


were killed Saturday morning in Pitts- 
burg, a suburb of Atlanta, Ga., in 8 
battle as a result of the attempt to cap- 
ture the negroes who had waylaid and 
held up a policeman. 


While intoxicated, Herman Coates 


shot and killed Lewis Hull and fatally 
wounded Mrs. Hull Monday night, 
at the home of the Hulls, in Nyaek, 
N. Y., where Coates had been invited 
to take supper. The murderer escaped. 


It is qu'te probable that the house o<
